£2,000 for Welsh unemployed 
miners during a voyage in the 
Berengaria {ts among the many 
stories told in “A Millon Ocean 
Miles,” by the late Sir Edgar Brit- 
ten, published, recently (Hutchin- 
Son, 4s"6d), states the “Morning 
Post.” 

Sir Etigar, who was the first com-' 
mander of the Queen Mary, died 
on Oct. 28. after collapsing in his 
cabin on board the liner. 

In December, 1928, the Duke, who 
as Prince George was,.then serving

from the West Indies because (or 
Kis: father’s serious illness. He 
completed the Journey to England 
in the Berengaria, of which'Sir 
Edgar was then captain. 

On the. last night of the trip the 
Royal passenger * celebrated his 
birthday, ‘and when he took his 
place in the dining saloon he 
found a massive birthday cake, on 
the table. .Instantly he - decided 
that ‘the cake should be auctioned 
and the proceeds given in ald of 
Welsh miners, large numbers of 
whom were unemployed.”
